Autographic Telegraphy. 
Cassell and Mayer ars associated with 
autographic systems of telegraphy th at 


I deserve consideration, because out of 
* these systems there has come an Ameri­ 
can invention that promises much for 
cheap rates. 
Two pendulums, one at 
each end of a line, are set in motion by 
clock-work, and the swing or beat of 
one is made to electrically correct the 
motion of the other, so that they move 
together. 
At tho transm itting end of 
the line is a platen connected with the 
wire, and on this is laid a si est of foil 
on which the message lins been written 
in a certain kind of ink. 
A needle or 
style is made to pass from side to side 
over the foil, moving down a fraction of 
an inch between each stroke (on the 
principle of the machine tool planer^. 
While it passes over tile ink-marks it is 
insulated, and tho circuit is broken. At 
tile receiving end is a sheet of paper con­ 
nected with the earth, and moistened 
with certain chemicals. 
There is also a 
style connected w itll the line, and having 
the same planer-like motion. The move­ 
ment of tile two styles is controlled by 
the pendulums, and they move together. 
Now, while tho circuit is whole, tho 
style leaves a stain or trace on tho pa­ 
per. 
When the current is broken no 
mark is made and tho paper is left 
w hite. 
In this manner the letter writ­ 
ten on the foil is produced in white on I 
blue ground at tho receiving end. 
This 
system seemed to promise a great ileal, 
aud it has l>een used on a commercial 
scale, but its effect on telegraph rates 
has not ln*en noticeable.— Charles Barn­ 
ard, in H a rp ers H ay azine.

medicine, especially if there is a strong 
circulation of pure air in the room, ami 
the lnxly is frequently sponged with cold 
water, or better, with a weak solution of 
common soda. 
The fact, however, that 
one cannot kuow beforehand the charac­ 
ter of tho case, makes it always safest in 
the hand of a faithful physician who can 
watch it and care for it according to the 
symptoms.
